EXTRADITION FROM THE 
UNITED STATES VIEW. 

lioadorfl of T/ie Colonist will rondily cull 
to mind tho onorgotioand abortive efl'orts of 
tho British Columbia goveruiuont to have 
Bulldog Kelly extradited for tho murder of 
Baird at Golden City, and how disgracefully 
the United Statoa governmeut noted in re* 
leasing the wretoh after he had bedn twice 
committed for extradition. A recent de- 
cision of Mr. Justice Miller of the United 
States Bupromo court defines tho law of ex- 
tradition from tho American stand|ioiiit. .V 
coullict has arisen between nalimis from 
the desire of one nation to get bold of and 
])unish 11 lleoiiig eriminal for some (ifl'eiise 
which tho law of tho country in w:hioh tho 
fugitivo baa found refuge did not regard 
as an offouBO. To accomplish this the de- 
ninnJ for extradition would charge an of- 
fense that was included iu tho extradition 
treaty, and having thus got hold of the of ■ 
fendor.they woaldproceed to try bun as if ho 
bad been taken in the country in which tho 
oflTense bad been committed . The decision 
of Justice Miller doolaroa that a person sur- 
rendered under an extradition troaty can 
only bo tried for the oll'cnse chargtid in the 
application. Tho praetiee in tlio United 
States has uot been uniform in this matter. 
Tho decision declares it contrary to the 
United States laws to demand or to sur- 
rouder any person exci'pt for an oliense 
speoilieully named iu tho treaty; 
to try any person surreiiilered 
for any other uUogod offense, or to permit a 
person surrendorod to bo tried on 
a charge other than that specitled. Tho 
decision takes the only ground upon which 
n nation can cousistontly stand. If a per- 
son is demanded for murder ho must bo 
tried for murder, and if ueiiuitted on that 
charge he unist b,' hi'hl as free, lie can- 
not lie arrested and tried on anotliiT chart'o. 
It iias long been the rule in the rniu-d 
States to refusi' extradition for political 
olTi'iises. Hut in many eases fori'igii na - 
titms have preferred ono charge in the do- 
mund and tried tho person aurrouderud for 
the real offense.

Lately I h«ve also noticed in the press 
that the extenaMii ol the Island railway 
northward tu tha upper end p| Ihe island 
18 receiving the attention of the board of 
trade aed other c.ipitaliata in Vict iriii 
May I bo pvimiiied to m.>ke the stati'ment 
that in iiiy li -iui'ole opioiMi. ih.^ present 
railroad so sii ■rssfully con:; 1 -tod between 
hsijuimalt ami N,.i. iiino i.s but the Cniu- 
uieiicemunl of a yreat railw/iy sysleni on 
this island which shall not bo complete 
until every prosperous aettloment shall 
have been reached, and all brought with- 
in comtnonicativin with the capital. Aa 1 
have no doiibt '.hat the e.\ien3ion fd the 
present r.md ivill bo a aubject of public 
discuraion, I take this opiiortuiiity of 
bringing butoro the public a few facts 
which if admitted to bo true, should favor 
the construction of the projected road 
northward through tlie pro8|)erou8 satllo- 
nieiit of Alherni to Oeinox, and not along 
the east cnast to Coinox . Not loii^ ayo t w,i 
respectable citizens spent two week4 [ir s- 
pecting up the Alberni valley m the di 
rection of Uoujoi, and reported h.ivino 
discovered in iho vicinity of Central bike 
an immense tract uf land of ihe richest 
qiialiiy, auitihio for neltUiueiit, and in 
sufficient cpianiity to aecinoidatH one 
thousand families. (iolri was .tlo.. i-imd 
iu several atreauis and ahundancu uf valu- 
able timber of many kinds. It ia the 
general opinion that much of the country 
lying between Alb.-^rni and Uouii \ u 
Huitable for agriculturp ;\n(l in tlio eveiit 
of a railroad being constructed through 
that part a ctintiiiuons settlement would 
very soon exist between these two planes. 
Itia a well known fact that between French 
oreek and Comox on the east coast there is 
but little land suitable for agricultural pur- 
poses, and the pre.sei,t settlement for that 
reason extends but a short distance from tho 
coast, and bosides the people there are well 
stipplii'il \Tith weekly Moainbnat eoninjiini- 
eatioli, lioiice a railroad euiislrmied ab.n;.;

Th' 
are several other important iioiiil-, m favor
